May Call Plebiscite 


Impressed with political exped­ 
iency of halting Publisher Julius 
Streicher's Jewish strictures, the 
leaders at the week-end c o n fe r­ 
ence, it was learned, considered 
b l ith e r to call a national plebis­ 
cite in the Nazi regime. 
The leaders were told of inimi­ 
cal reactions abroad 
to 
moves 
against Jews, Catholics and the 
Steel Helmets. 
They effected a 
change whereby Jews 
will 
he 
considered for 
military 
enlist­ 
ment if they have only two Jew ­ 
ish grandparents, a proposal seen 
as the first breach in the non- 
Aryan warfare. 
A 
national 
police 
campaign 
was 
planned 
against 
individual 
•ts of terrorism which made it 
Pain 
th a t 
f u r th e r 
pressure 
against 
Jews, 
Bolshevism 
and 
other “ reactionaries” will be in 
the state’s hands. 
Special attention was reported 
to have been paid to reactions in 
England, with 
whom 
Germany 
seeks to cultivate a great friend­ 
ship. 
The episodes in New York 
— the riot on the liner Bremen 
and Mayor LaOuardia’s denial of 
a license to a German massueur 
— also were discussed. 
Cognizance also was taken of 
the possible effect of the sta te ’s 
policies on 
the 
1936 
Olympic 
games, on which Germany wa 
hanking strongly as an agency 
of favorable propaganda as well 
as a successful financial event. 
Meanwhile the Catholic world 
learned with sorrow of the sen­ 
tencing in Hanau of F a th e r Lud­ 
wig Roth to eight months impris­ 
onm ent for declaring in his pul­ 
pit th at “ human life is worthless 
in the new Germany.”

HOUSE COMMITTEE 
BEGINS STUDY OF 
TAX BILL

Washington.

(ZP)— A 
double victory was chalked up in 
congress today by the new deal 
leaders seeking to push the new 
tax hill through before the session 
ends. 
First the senate tabled 
52 
to 
IO a Republican 
proposal 
that 
congress adjourn August IO. be­ 
fore the tax bill could be enacted; 
second, the house ways and means 
committee rejected 16 to 6 a Re­ 
publican 
motion 
to 
eliminate 
graduated 
corporation 
income 
taxes from the hill. 
Both developments came as the 
full house committee 
began 
its 
study of a measure 
drafted 
by 
Democratic members 
in 
secret 
sessions. In its present form it im ­ 
poses new taxes 
on 
inheritances 
and gifts in addition to those al­ 
ready levied on estates and gifts; 
boosts the levies 
on 
individual 
incomes above $50,000; lifts ex­ 
isting excess profits taxes and lev­ 
ies 
a 
graduated tax of 13*4 to 
I 4 Va per cent on the net income 
of corporations. 


Exemption* Granted 


Doughton’s 
hill 
included the 
inheritance, gift, excess 
profits, 
and corporation income tax sched­ 
ules previously made public and 
individual income tax rates given 
out today. 
Its text disclosed 
that 
rail­ 
roads could continue to have the

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UTILITIES HEADS 
GET BIG PROFIT 


Senate Shown Stockhold­ 
ers Get Very Little 
Or Nothing

fits of $2,800,000 to insiders of 
the Associated Gas and Electric 
company while stock holders re­ 
ceived little or nothing were dis­ 
closed today by the senate lobby 
committee.

son’s companies totalled $2,805,- 
000 for the five years from 1929 
to 1934, Inclusive. 
Schwellenbach then read from 
a financial source book that divi­ 
dend payments on numerous is­ 
sues of A. G. E. and its affiliated 
companies began slowing in 1931 
and stopped completely in 1932.

4. Discharge 150 of the 987 
liquor commission employes with­ 
in 30 days. 
Reduce Number of Stores 
5. Reduce the number of state 
liquor stores to not 
exceed 
75. 
There are 102 now. 
The govern­ 
or recommended 
hat arty estab­ 
lished druggist 
who 
desires 
it 
should be granted a retail dis­ 
trib u tor’s license. 
6. Abolish a news bureau in 
the commission. 
Mr. Fitzgerald 
said the public has been misin­ 
formed about commission activ­ 
ities. 
7. Rigid inspection of all lic­ 
enses to eliminate “ holes in the 
wall,” and undesirable drinking 
places.

Housing Program 


Of much interest to contractors 
and builders is the fact that a home 


with a 20-year amortized mortgage 
can he sure of complete repayment 
in a 20-year period of both interest 
and principal by paying about $85 
a year for each $1,000 borrowed.

Therefore, such mort 
gages can cover up to SO per cent 
of the appraised value of the land 
and dwelling 
Interest rates are low, thus pre­ 
senting a most attractive proposi­ 
tion to responsible 
citizens 
who 
wish to convert their existing mort­ 
gages into one insured long-term 
mortgage. 
It presents also an at­ 
tractive purpose to those who wish 
to purchase or build new homes. 
The lender is covered by the in­ 
surance. 
Thus he can safely pro­ 
vide. at one reasonable cost, all the 
requirements of the borrower, in­ 
stead of forcing the borrower to 
secure one or more additional mort­ 
gages. usually at higher interest 
rates. 
ThiH second phase of the .Na­ 
tional Housing Act went into action 
early in 1935.

ment of the upper peninsula as a 
nationally 
known tourist 
play­ 
ground. 
With the decline of lum ­ 
bering and mining, the resolution 
continued, something more basic 
than the mere

the rehabilitation of this region.
